tion to ton hours a day, as do employers 
generally to tbo adoption OH tho eight-hour 
diiy. Those who object to tho eight-hour 
syttom loso sight of a vory important fact 
—tho wonderful inventions of labor-sav- 
ing machinery tbat havo 
taken placo 


in 
thu 
last 
twenty-five 
years. 


In 
many 
liuos of industry tbore has 


been a complete revolution Ui tho manner of 
produtAion. 
This charge is plainly marked 


by the supplanting or tbo labor ot men by 
tbo labor of women ami children, also by 
tho sub-division of labor. 
A man is no 


longer a mechanic, bo is only part of a ma- 
chino. Certainly labor is entitled to a por- 
tion of tbo advantage of this labor-saving 
machinery, 
it is wrong to bring tho labor 


ot women and children Into the mill and 
factory' and make tramps out of tho hus- 
band and father. 
Tho tramp law of the 


different states are mainly tho enactment* 
o£ tho last twelve yoars. Thus* laws punish 
tbo result without reaching nud removing 
tbo cause. It is useless to pass laws to 
pUDish tramps whilo wo permit a system to 
exist that creiura tramps."

it: matters not whether 


tbojr mode of iloing the unlawful injury is 
within or without tho sanction of law; their 
conduct is unlawful, punishable, and ou;.;l:t

Mr. Powdfrly nothing unlawful woo done, 
and there was no attempt or conspiracy to 
do anything unlawful
